1. The latest revision of Title IV has been reviewed by 
this office. The deletions in those sections which will impact 
logistics operations appear to be significant. If S. 2525 is 
to be narrowly interpreted, as is the position the Office of 
General Counsel hes taken with regard to H.G. 12036, current 
logistics operations could be either impaired or prohibited. 


2. We wish to bring those specific activities which we are 
concerned with to your attention to ensure that they are pro- 
vided for in this current edition.
